Robert Porter, take heed of belying the Innocent ; for 1 
hear that thou haſt reported to a Friend of minethar I 
ſhould ſay, Thar the Blood of Chriſt is no more than the 
Blood of another Man ; I never ſpake it, but do very high- 
ly Eſteznr of the Blood of Chriſt, to be more Excellent, 
and Living, and holy, and Precious, than is able to be 
uttered by the Tongues of Men and Angels; I mean the 
Blood that was offcred up in the Eternal Spirit, Heb. 9. 14. 


Hot Br the B'ood that was forc:d out of him by the Soldier, 


after he was Dea:l ; -who before tnat bowed his Head to the 
Father, and gave up the Ghoit. But thou ſayeſt,. That 
was the Blood of the New Covenant, which was fhed after 
he was Dead, which I dodeny ; yet I did ſay, that was 
no more tian the Blood of another Saint. 

Th-fe w-re my words, which thou art wreſthng to thy 
own Deſtruction : And for the other Lie that thou charge(t 
me witoal, that I ſhould ſay, That the Blood of Chriſt 
ſhould fall to the Ground -within a Twelve-month, it 1s 
falſe, and never was ſpoke by me. But I did ſay, That 
the Baptiſts, and Independants, and Presbyterians, and 
Pope, are all of one Ground ; and none of you underſtand 
the Blood of Jeſus Chriſt no more than a Brute Beaſt ;
